The agreement was reached after 
a three-day conference with G. L, Mc- 
Lachlan, emissary of the Alberta gov- 
ernment, in the quiet of Major Doug- 
las’ fishing lodge in Scotland. 

G. F, Powell, for 19 years associat- 
ed with Major Douglas and at present 
director of the social credit movement, 
was selected as chief commissioner. 
He is regarded ds one of the outstand- 
ing authorities on social credit and 
has written several treatises and ar- 
ticles on the subject.

HAYWARD, Calif—Pete Knight. 
33, Crossfield, Alberta, world cham- 
pion bronc rider and former all-round 
cowboy champion, was thrown and 
trampled to death by his horse before 
5,000 persons at a rodeo here Sunday. 

He was tossed over the animal’s 
head as it reared and plunged, One 
of its hoofs came down on his body. 
Knight died shortly afterward. 

He was one of 100 nationally-known 
cowbovs participating in the finals of 
the 18th annual Hayward rodeo. 
Knight had ridden the horse, Slow 
Death, eight or nine times. 


JOHN. D. ROCKEFELLER SR. DIES 


ORMOND BEACH, Fla.—John D. 
Rockefeller, Sr., founder of one of the 
world’s most colossal private fortunes 
and benefactor of humanity, died in 
his 98th year Sunday at his winter 
home, “The Casements.” 

Death came to the aged capitalist. 
who long ago had withdrawn from 
the tumult of the financial world, at 
5:05 am. E.D.T. His physician, Dr. 
Harry L. Merryday, attributed it to 
sclerotic myocarditis, a hardening of 
the heart muscles.

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OVER TWO INCHES OF 
MOISTURE HAS FALLEN 
DURING PAST WEEK 


Moisture Will Greatly Benefit 
The Growing Crops 


Last week end brought a bountiful 
rain to all parts of the district and 
in the three days over two inches of 
rain fell in the Carbon vicinity, On 
Wednesday night and Thursday morn- 
ing almost three-quarters of an inch 
of rain fell, The weather cleared off 
for a couple of days, but on Saturday 


the skies again clouded over and rain | 
commenced to fall, lasting practically 


all day Sunday, before the skies again 
cleared off. Over an inch and one-half 
of moisture fell during the last storm 
and as a result the crops are begin- 
ning to grow rapidly and much of 
the grain that was cut off by the high 
winds is beginning to come again. 

While a few fields were badly blown 
with wind, this condition is not gen- 
eral and crop prospects at the present 
time are considered very good, 

Cloudy skies as we go to press on 
Wednesday indicate more rain before 
the weather clears off. 


$700,000 FOR MAIN ALBERTA 
ROAD PROGRAM 

The federal grant, mainly for high- 
way construction purposes in Alberta, 
will amount to $350,000, it was re- 
ported recently. Matched dollar for 
dollar by the province, this means 
a $700,000 program io be financed 
this year by the two governments, 

Under the agreement, at least 50 
per cent of those engaged on the work 
must be relief recipients. 

A draft of Alberta’s projects has 
been sent to Ottawa by the provincial 
public works for consideration so that 
there can be a selection of those to be 
included on the current seascn’s pro- 
gram. 

In the meantime the provincial gov- 
ernment has announced that it is 
starting work immediately on various 
projects of its program, 

The intention is to hard surface the 
main highway stretch between Fd- 
monton and Millet, on which consider- 
able reconstruction was done last 
year, 

In the north there will be gravell- 
ing of the Peace River highway for 
a 22-mile stretch around Lesser Slave 
lake,

Sec,, and an authority on salt, and will 
show itself in areas not usually sub- 
ject thereto, Ontario and the Western 
Provinces have extensive areas with 
a shortage of phosphate, and no pro- 
vince has escaped the effects of phos 
phate deficiency, 

Lack of calcium and phosphorus 
may show up in many ways, Most 
common in young animals is the de- 
velopment of rickets, and in mature 
stock it is found that bone brittleness 
depraved appetite, stiff-sickness, gen- 
eral debility and thriftlessness, failure 
to breed, are all partly traceable to 
lack of these essential minerals, 

Diseases due to phosphate, which go 
under the various names of osteoma- 
lacia, aphosphorosis or plain “stiff- 
sickness,” are essentially winter con- 
ditions, which develop slowly, reach 
their peak in the late spring, and then 
disappear for the summer, while the 
animals are on pasture.

Industrial policyholders during the 
past two decades has not’ been 
shared equally by all age groups. 
While the decline in the death rate 
for young children, ages one to four, 
has been approximately 75 per cent., | 
the rate at ages 75 and over has only 
slightly improved since 1916. 

There are two factors responsible 
for this. First, certain diseases 
which were formerly common among 
children have been practically elimi-, 
nated, whereas in the control of the 
degenerative conditions characteris- 
tic of later life there has been little 
progress, Second, death is inevitable. 
Each organism carries within itself 
| the destiny of its ultimate extinction. 
Those who do not succumb to acute 


disease or to external causes must 
sooner or later die from bodily de-| 
terioration, 

| And the span of life, that is, the 
Pextreme limit of human longevity, 
seems to be essentially fixed, not 
amenable to prolongation by any 


means known to present-day science.

Telephone Of The Future 


Will Enable People To Talk Over 
Carried Currents 


The telephone of the future, in 
which people will talk to each other | 
over carried currents, a method per-! 
mitting an “unknown indefinite ex 
tension” of phone calls, was describ-! 
ed to the scientists gathered at 
Pittsburgh for the dedication of Mel-| 
lon Institute's new building. The 
new telephone was explained by Dr 
F. B. Jewett, president of the Bell 
Telephone laboratories. 

The carrier current flows fn an 
electric field surrounding an electric 
circuit. Its most unusual example is! 
the fleld surrounding for half a mile 
on each side the super-power 
from Boulder Dam to Angeles 
Linemen anywhere within this mile 
wide zone can talk to the dam 
Los Angeles over carrier currents by 
using radio phones which require no 
plugging in 

At present, Dr. Jewett explained, 
the telephone voice has had to pass 
over an actual, physical circuit, that 
is, a pair of wires, }

CARE OF CREAM 


Cream Cans—On receiving empty 
can from the creamery, remove the 
lid to reduce stale odor, and before 
putting fresh cream into the can, 
wash thoroughly with clean water. 
While cream is stored in can it should 
be covered, but not air tight, to allow 
possible gases to escape and prevent | 
development of sourness in the cream, | 

Utensils—Separators, pails strain-: 
er cloths, ete., must be washed after 
each operation, Take separator apart 
and wash all parts with real hot water 
using a little soda or lime (not soap.) 
Wash with a bruch in preference to 
a cloth. Rinse thoroughly with boiling 
water to flush out all sediments and 
put parts in a clean dry place, Lime | 
is particularly good as a harmless 
germicide to be used in washing of 
all milk utensils, but must be rinse 
off after washing. In washing pails 
pay particular attention to seams, 

Milking.—Special cream can only 
be produced from healthy cows milked 
in a clean, airy barn, Cleanse cow’s 
udder with a clean damp cloth. It is 
important to make a practise of dry 
milking, Milking with wet hands will 
contaminate the milk. Use of partly 
covered milk pails is considered most 
sanitary. Separate immediately after 
milking to insure efficient working of 
senarator. It is advisable to cover 
milk pail with a clean cloth until 
time of separating, 

Separating.—Milk should be strain- 
ed through a proper metal milk 
strainer or through a clean double 
cheese cloth, Tf same cloth js continu- 
ally in use, it must be washed out 
after each milking in warm lye water 
rinsed, and hung un to drv. 

Strain milk into supply tank of 
separator, turn handle the number of 
revolutions prescribed by the manu- 
facturer, For efficient work the senar- 
ator should be fed a constant flow. 
Therefore keen in mind that when 
the tank is full the stream going 
through the tan will be greater than 
when only half full, and it may be 
| found advisable to adjust the inflow 
while separating, Do not 


overlook 


that when the milk is fed too fast.

a proportionately greater amount of 
cream will come through the cream 
spout with a test correspondingly low- 
er, and when the milk is going 
through too slow the reverse is the 
case, a smaller cream flow and a 
proportionately higher test. Incident- 
ally, when the separator is being 
turned slower than the prescribed rate 
of speed the result will be a lower test 
and with a higher speed a correspond- 
ingly higher test, When the supply 
tank is empty use a little skim milk 
or clean water to force the remaining 
portions of cream out of the bowl. 
Turn cream spout to skim milk pail 
in time to avoid water running into 
cream, which ocurrence would possi- 
bly lower your test, 


Cooling.—Immediately after sepa- 
rating, place cream crock in real cold 
water, stirring gently several times 
during the next half hour to quickly 
release animal heat, If this is not 
done cream will sour readily. When | 
properly cooled (around next milking | 
time) stir and pour into shiping can 
keeping same in a cool airy place and | 
covered with a clean cloth. For hold- | 
ing cream the use of an ice well is | 
preferable, but a water well may be! 
found to be reasonably satisfactory. | 
A sheltered tank of cold water is al- | 
so satisfatorey, provided the water 
is changed frequently. When kept! 
in an ice house, it will be well to bear 
in mind that a can setting on or in 
ice is not nearly as well protected as 
when setting in cold water, owing to 
the fact that the density of air is 
much less than that of water and has 
much less immediate effect as a cool- 
ing agent. 


Shipping—When can is full and 
ready for shipping, stir, and the 
cream line will possibly drop an inch| 
in releasing air, Pour in more cold 
cream to fill. This should assure a 
full can of fifty or eighty pounds, Put 
on lid and wire down, Cream is then 
ready for shipping, and providing 
there are no flavors, etc., or delay 
in delivery, cream should grade spe- 
cia] at the plant, While being trans- 
ported by car or truck, can chould 
be covered with a wet blanket. 


General.—Never add warm cream 
to cold, Stir cream frequently. Taste | 
cream before shipping and do not 
ship cream with off flavors such as | 


stinkweed, garlic, onion, oil, gasoline | 4 
or metallic, Such cream is a complete | # 
loss to Both producer and creamery, | #
